Court Pick 
Is Attorney 
In Rights Case 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Su 
preme Court nominee Lewis F 
Powell Jr. recently defended to 
Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell a 
Richmond, 
Va., 
annexation 
which the Justice Department 
had opposed as a violation of 
Negro voting rights. 
Powell, a Richmond lawyer, 
said in August that the annexa­ 
tion of 43,000 suburban resi­ 
dents, nearly all of them white, 
was for economic reasons and 
not to deny or abridge the vot­ 
ing rights of biacks. 
The 
Justice 
Department, 
however, refused to withdraw 
the objection it had lodged un­ 
der the Voting Rights Act of 
1965. 
And, in late September, U.S. 
District Judge Robert R. Mer- 
hige Jr. of Richmond ruled that, 
the annexation violated the 15th 
Amendment and “was done for 
and resulted in an impairment 
by way of dilution of the voting 
rights” of Richmond blacks. 
The

l i k e l y 
determine 
whether 
blacks or whites control the 
city government. 
Merhige issued his finding in 
a suit brought by a defeated
